served notice it has recalled all 
its officials from

U.S. officials said the next 
move appeared to be up to 
Panama's President Roberto F. 
Chiari. The United States has 
refused 
to

promise to revise the Panama 
Canal treaty, which is Chiari’s 
price for resuming relations.

JERSEY CITY, N.J. (UPI)— 
Salad oil czar Anthony De An­ 
gels was jailed Friday night on 
charges involving him in a mul­ 
ti-million dollar fraud. 


New Jersey Superior Court 
Judge Robert Matthews ordered 
De Angelis jailed when he was 
unable to post $150,000 bail. 


De Angelis, president of the 
bankrupt Allied Crude Vegeta­ 
ble Oil Refining Corp. was a r­ 
rested earlier in the day in a 
civil 
action 
involving 
phony 
warehouse receipts for $46 mil­ 
lion worth of non-existent fats 
and oils. 


Matthews originally set bail 
at a record $46 million, the 
amount involved in the civil 
suit, but later reduced it to 
$150,000. 


The pudgy De Angelis, cen­ 
tral figure in history’s biggest 
commodities scandal, was ar­ 
rested on a warrant obtained by 
Joseph Nolan, trustee for Har­ 
bor Tank Storage Inc., one of 
the eight firms enmeshed in the 
spreading financial tangle. 


Also arrested was Joseph Lu- 
muscio, 
plant 
custodian 
for 
Harbor 
Tank. 
Lomuscio 
was 
jailed in default of $100,000 bail. 


Both men were taken to the 
Hudson County jail pending a 
hearing Monday morning. Mat­ 
thews ordered both men to ap­ 
pear then to answer questions 
about Allied Crude and Harbor 
Tank assets. 


In his warrant, Nolan seeks a 
judgment of $46 million against 
both men.

U.S. officials made clear they 
would regard French recogni­ 
tion of Peking as a serious blow 
to U S. interests and one which 
would be more than “ symbol­ 
ic.” 


There are about a dozen for­

Elements of the rebel group 
which took over Zanzibar are 
reported to have both Cuban 
and Red Chinese ties, but this 
has not been authenticated by 
U.S. officials.

The Bucks County free 
library’s first appeal to 
have status as a district li­ 
brary restored has failed. 


Governor 
Scranton’s 
Advis­ 
ory Council on Library Develop­ 
ment 
yesterday 
approved 
a 
committee report which recom­ 
mended that the appeal be de­ 
nied. he report was presented 
to the council at a meeting In 
the Bellevue-Stratford H o t e l , 
Philadelphia, 


The committee, appointed by 
the council, held a hearing on 
the appeal Dec. 17. 


In its report the committee 
said “the state librarian 
was 
acting within his authority and 
with normal discretion in de­ 
priving the Bucks County free 
library, Doylestown, of its pro­ 
visional status as a district li­ 
brary center." 


The committee explained its 
recommendation 
by 
saying, 
“ the evidence docs not indicate 
that the Bucks County free li­ 
brary presented a practicable 
plan whereby the requirement 
of a district library could be 
implemented” . 


$30,000 A Year 


State librarian Ralph Blasln- 
game withdrew the district sta­ 
tus last November. His action 
meant the library would 
lose 
$30,000 a year in state funds. 
In withdrawing the status Blas* 
ingame said he did so because 
the library failed to supply suf­ 
ficient information as to how it 
would provide district library 
center 
services. 
He 
said 
he 
made several requests for the 
information, but never received 
if. 


After 
yesterday’s 
meeting, 
Blasingame said withdrawal of 
district status “ no way affects 
the eligibility of the Bucks Coun­ 
ty Free Library to receive state 
aid as a county library or as a 
local public library.” 


He said there are approxi­ 
mately 450 libraries in the state 
and each of them — including 
the county free library — may 
be eligible to obtain state aid. 


30 Centers 


But only 30, he said, can be 
designated as district centers 
according to state law. 


Blasingame said he would be 
“ surprised” if the Council con­ 
sidered a second 
appeal, 
al­ 
though, he added, “ this is the 
first appeal and procedures be­ 
yond this point have not been 
developed.” 


However, the Council did not 
entirely close the door to fur­ 
ther consideration. It indicated 
a state librarian might wish to 
review the matter in the fu­ 
ture. 


But if there is a review, It 
will be by another 
librarian.
